Final action came after the 
House defeated 227-169 a Dem- 
ocratic move to strip from the 
program a disputed tax cut on 
dividends.

Ships — Warns 
Against Russia in 
Talk Before Congress. 


WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP) 
—South Korean President Syng- 
man Rhee proposed today that 
an Asian army of more than 
2,000,000 men, backed by United 
States guns, planes and ships, 
launch a “counter-attack” on 
Communist China. 

In a speech before a joint 
session of Congress, the fiery 
79-year-old Korean leader said: 

“Let us remember that peace 
cannot be restored in the world 
half Communist and half dem- 
ocratic. 

“Your momentous decision is 
needed now to make Asia safe 
for freedom, for that will auto- 
matically settle the world Com- 
munist problem in Europe, 
Africa and America.” 

Rhee received resounding ap- 
plause from the legislators. It 
was plainly a tribute to the 


man, however, and not to his 
proposal.

$600, soil conservation outlays 
and other items. 

On dividends, the Eisenhower 
Administration originally rec- 
ommended a tax cut running to 
more than one billion dollars a 


year. 

The House then passed a mod- 
ified version permitting taxpay- 
ers to deduct from their income 
on tax returns $50 in dividends 
the first year and $100 the sec- 
ond year, It also would have 
permitted taxpayers to subtract 
5 per cent of their remaining 
dividend income the first year 
—10 per cent the second year 
from the tax payment they oth- 
erwise would make. 

The House bill would have 
cut taxes on dividends by about 
$250,000,000 the first year and 
eventually up to $860,000,000 a 
year.

CHICAGO, July 28 (UP)— 
Five cities have changed their 
charters to allow the mayor to 
appoint an administrator to help 
him with municipal business, 
according to the American Mu- 
nicipal Association. | 

The largest are New York 
City, Boston and Newark, N.J. 
The other two are Englewood, 
N.J., population 23,145, and 
South Euclid, O., 15,432. 

Powers and duties of New 
York’s first city administrator 
include supervision and coordi- 


nation of all agencies under the 
major, except the law depart- 
ment, department of investiga- 
tion, bureau of the city 
construction coordinator and the 


ministrative services board, 
which is composed of the city’s 
personnel .officer, purchasing 
agent, auditor and treasurer. 

In Newark, the new, charter 
provides for the mayor to ap- 
point a business administrator 
who will help prepare the budget 
and will administer central pur- 
chasing and personnel systems.

We turn the clock back te Nov. 4. 1929: The 
Republicans are in control of the presidency with 
Herbert Hoover in the White Housé. They are 
in control of both branches of Congress, In the 
Senate the lineup is 56 Republicans, 39 Demo- 
crats and 1 Farmer-Laber member. 

Before the Senate is a resolution to condemn 
an action by Senator Hiram Bingham, high-tariff 
Republican of Connecticut. The “conscience of 
the Senate,” Republican George W. Norris of 
Nebraska, has introduced a resolution to cen- 
sure his G.O.P, colleague. Senator Norris has 
done so because Senator Bingham put an officer 
of the Connecticut Manufacturers’ Association 
on the Senate payroll and used the lobbyist as 
an official Senate adviser in secret meetings of 
the Senate Finance Committee. 

Here is what the Norris resolution says: 

That the action of the Senator from Con- 
necticut, Mr. Bingham, in placing Mr. 
Charles L. Eyanson upon the official rolls of 
the Senate and his use by Senator Bingham 
at the time and in the manner set forth in 
the report of the subcommittee of the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary, while not a result 
of corrupt motives on the part of the Sena- 
tor from Connecticut, is contrary te good 
morals and senatorial ethics and tends to 
bring the Senate inte dishonor and disre- 


pute, and such conduct is hereby con- 
demned. 


There is a four hour debate. Several Republi- 
can colleagues want the blow softened. Then 
the roll is called. Forty-five of the 56 Republi- 
cans are in the chamber. Two of the 11 
G.O.P. absentees are Patterson of Missouri and 
Deneen of Illinois. Senator Bingham votes 
“present.” Twenty-two Republicans, including 
all but one of Bingham’s 11 New Englafd col- 
leagues, vote against the resolution to condemn 
him. But an equal number of Republicans from 
over the country generally vote for the Norris 
resolution. Thirty-two Democrats also suppért 
it. Senator Bingham is censured by the over- 
whelming vote of 54 to 22!

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PLANS QUTUNED 


Committee to Award Funds 
for Specific Study 
Projects. 


NEW YORK, July 28 (AP)— 
The tobacco industry research 
committee has outlined a three- 
fold program on the basis of 
which it will award funds for 
scientific study of tobacco and 
its effects on smokers. 

Dr. Clarence Cook Little, sei- 
entific director of the commit - 
tee, sad research 


would be conducted in these 


tudy of smoking and 
other tobacco habits and of 
the emotional and physical 
makeup of smokers.” 
Applications Reviewed. 
Little said the committee's 
advisory board is reviewing ap- 
plications for specific research 
projects. The committee was 
22 this year with an initial 
d of $500,000 provided by 
cigarette manufacturers, tobac- 
co growers and warehouse as- 
ons. 
Formation of the committee 
was announced following re- 
ports that cancer was linked to 
cigarette smoking. Validity of 
these reports has been ques- 
tioned by tobacco industry 
spokesmen and others. 
Little declared that to date 
research has not found any sin- 
gle cause of cancer. He advised, 
however, against expecting “too 
many results too soon” from the 
tobacco committee's investiga- 
tion. of the question. 

Bread Research.

“While much excellent work 
has been done on the contents 
of tobacco itself, we want to 
look into this important subject 
by sponsoring original research 
to supplement or extend studies 
already conducted or under 
way.

ANTI-AIRCRATT GUARD 
UNITS BEING FORMED 


Two Battalions to Protect 
St. Louis Area to Set Up 
Permanent Gun Sites. 


Two National Guard anti-air- 
craft artillery battalions being 
formed to protect the St. Louis 
area against possible enemy air 
attack expect to establish per- 
manent sites for their ag in 
the next 12 months, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 

Announcement that the bat- 
talion, which with a third bat- 
talion at Joplin form the 203rd 
Anti-Aircraft Artillery Group, 
would se., up permanent gun 
emplacements surrounding the 
city was made as members of|¢ 
the St. Louis units prepared to 
depart next Sunday for their 
first summer training period. 
Training will be at Camp Clay- 
banks, Mich., on Lake Michigan. 

Officers of the St. Louis bat- 
talions, the 201st and the 202nd, 
said there is no indication that 
either unit would be equipped 
with the anti-aircraft guided 
missile, Nike, when permanent 
sites are established. 

The weapon which battalion 
members use in armory training 
is the long-range 90-mm anti- 
aircraft gun. Similar equipment, 
plus radar detection devices, 
will be used in field training at 
Camp Claybanks, officers said. 

The permanent sites, not yet 
selected, will be manned con- 
tinuously by battalion members 
who volunteer for fulltime duty. 
Each battalion has an authorized 
strength of 501 men, in four 
firing batteries and a headquar- 
ters battery. Each firing bat- 


‘ tery will be equipped with four 


90-mm. guns under present 
plans. 

Departing for two weeks’ sum- 
mer training will be 140 mem- 
bers of the 202nd Battalion, 
3600 Goodfellow boulevard, and 
115 men of the 2018s, which has

FOCMAN URGES LESS, 
FEDERAL REFEREEING 


Robert E. Lee Says Broad- 
‘casters Can Decide What 
Is Politically Fair. 


WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP) 
Federal Communications Com- 
missioner Robert E. Lee suggest- 
ed yesterday that broadcasters; 
like the press, should be able ta 
shoulder the responsibility of de- 
termining what is fair and equi- 


table without second guessing by 
the Government. 

Addressing a National Press 
Club luncheon. Lee said that aft- 
er all broadcasting has reached 
maturity. 

The industry, he said, does 
have a problem because the law 
requires that when a program 
of one qualified political candi- 
date is carried it must provide 
equal time and facilities for op- 
position candidates. Yet, he said, 
a station is forbidden to censor 
a political speech and must as- 
sume responsibility for any libel. 

Some states, Lee said, have 
passed legislation to correct 
what he termed this “great in- 
equity” and he voiced the hope 
that more would do 80. 

Asked in a question-and-an- 
swer period whether Congress 
should grant immunity from li- 
bel, he said he believes the only 
reason it hasn’t is that a matter 
of states’ rights is involved. 

The commissioner is a friend 
of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, and the first 
question was whether he still 
loves Joe. He said it was hardly 
unexpected, that he takes friend- 
ships seriously although he 
sometimes disagrees with friends 
and “I still like Joe.”

West opened the king of 
hearts and South ruffed, A 
spade was led to the table, 
East's second trump was drawn, 
and declarer then led and passed 
the queen of hearts, discarding 
his low diamond. 

West, on winning the heart 
trick, might have fallen into the 
trap by shifting to diamonds (or 
clubs), but in view of South’s 
superstrong bidding, West de- 
cided to stand pat and give 
South the heart trick. Declarer 
discarded his diamond queen on 
West's heart return, then, with 
omy one real chance for the con- 
tract, finessed to his club jack. 
Down one. 

West was a_ point-counter, 
hence South should have known 
that the A-K of heart (7 points), 
the diamond king (3) and the 
club queen (2) all lay in West's 
hand to give him an opening bid. 
He could not have had that bid 
without the club queen. That 
being so, a different technique 
was urgently called for. 

South should have led only 
one trump, then passed the 
heart queen, discarding the low 
diamond. On West's heart re- 
turn South should discard the 
club jack, then cash the A-K of 
clubs. Next, back to dummy 
with a trump and ruff a club. 
The 3-3 break of clubs would 
give South the twelfth trick.
